2. Claims 12-33 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b) as 
being drawn to a nonelected Species 2, 3 and 4, there being no allowable generic or linking 
claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 1/16/07. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-11 are allowed. 
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4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As to claim 1, none of the prior art teach or fairly suggest the limitation "synthesizing a 
synthetic texture by using the filter coefficients to filter a random noise field in each of the color 
channels, thereby producing output noise fields in each of the color channels that replicate the 
synthetic texture when combined into the digital image", in combination with the other 
limitations of the claim. The prior art of US 2002/0034337 to Shekter, already of record, 
discloses a process of noise analysis for adding noise to an image, but does not teach or fairly 
suggest synthesizing a synthetic texture by using the filter coefficients to filter a random noise 
field in each of the color channels, thereby producing output noise fields in each of the color 
channels that replicate the synthetic texture when combined into the digital image, as disclosed 
in the limitations of claim 1 .
